And  whereas  a Writ  of  Election,  bearing  date  the 
2nd  day  of  June,  1894,  has  been  issued  for  a general 
election,  and  it  is  desirable  to  make  provision  under 
which  all  persons  qualified  to  be  voters  and  who  have 
sent  in  their  claims  to  vote  at  the  date  of  the  issue  of 
such  Writ,  and  have  complied  with  the  provisions  of

3.  Any  voter  may  by  written  notice  to  the  Collector

Entitled  ••  A liy-law  to  enable  the  Municipality  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kaslo  to  contract  for  the 
erection . tna i ntenance  and  operation  of  an  electric 
lif/ht  and  power  plant  for  the  M a nicipalitf/.99 

HEREAS  the  Municipality  has  acquired  by 
purchase  the  charter  of  the  Kaslo  Electric 
Light,  Power  and  Water  Works  Company,  Limited 
Liability : 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient,  and  the  Municipality 
is  desirous  of  having,  an  electric  light  and  power 
plant  erected,  maintained  and  operated  within  the 
Municipality  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  such  electric 
lights  and  power  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  neces- 
sary : 

And  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  lease  the  said  charter 
in  so  far  as  the  provisions  thereof  relate  to  the 
erection,  maintenance  and  operation  of  an  electric 
light  and  power  plant  within  the  Municipality  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  and  will  accept  the  same 
upon  terms  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisoes 
hereinafter  set  forth  and  contained  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Mayor  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Kaslo  : — 

1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  and  competent  for  the 
Council  of  the  said  Corporation  to  assign,  transfer  and 
set  over,  by  way  of  lease  for  a period  of  ten  (10)  years 
to  Eugene  Stebinger,  of  Portland,  in  the  State  of 
Oregon,  one  of  the  United  States  of  America,  or  to 
such  other  person  or  persons  as  to  the  said  Council 
shall  seem  most  to  the  advantage  and  profit  of  said 
Corporation,  the  said  charter  in  so  far  as  its  provisions 
relate  to  the  erection,  maintenance  and  operation  of

The  said  Eugene  Stebinger,  or  such  other  person  or 
persons,  shall  and  will  erect  and  maintain  a power 
and  generation  plant  on  the  Kaslo  River  (so-called) 
about  one-half  a mile  from  the  City  limits,  with  the 
privilege  and  permission  to  use  and  operate  so  much 
of  the  water  of  said  river  as  shall  be  necessary,  free  of 
charge,  and  shall  and  will  at  his  or  their  own  proper 
costs  and  charges  erect  at  any  time  the  said  Council 
may  by  resolution  so  direct,  poles,  wires  and  the  like, 
to  convey  electricity  anil  furnish  light  and  power  to  all 
parts  of  the  City  of  Kaslo  where  light  and  power  may 
be  required. 

The  said  additional  works  to  be  performed  and  com- 
pleted as  soon  as  possible  after  receiving  directions  in 
that  behalf  from  the  said  Council,  and  shall  keep  and 
maintain  all  lights,  lamps  and  the  like  in  good  repair 
at  his  or  their  own  proper  costs  and  expense ; all 
works  and  constructions  herein  to  be  done  under  the 
supervision  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Kaslo  City 
Engineer,  or  such  other  person  or  persons  as  the 
Council  may  appoint  in  that  behalf. 

And  shall  and  will  supply  all  arc  lights  of  the 
ordinary  candle  power  at  a cost  not  greater  than  fifteen 

(15)  dollars  per  month,  and  all  incandescent  sixteen 

(16)  candle  power  lamps  at  the  rate  of  not  more  than 
two  and  50/100  dollars  ($2.50)  per  lamp  per  month, 
and  larger  or  smaller  incandescent  lights  to  be  furnished 
at  rates  proportional  to  the  above,  and  will  furnish  all 
electricity  required  for  power  at  a rate  not  exceeding 
two  dollars  ($2.00)  per  horse  power  per  month,  and 
any  and  all  lights  and  power,  furnished  for  the  use  of 
the  City,  to  be  at  a rate  not  greater  than  two-thirds 
of  the  above  specified  costs. 

2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Municipality 
to  re-purchase  the  said  lease  from  the  said  Eugene 
Stebinger,  or  from  such  other  person  or  persons  as  may 
or  shall  acquire  the  said  lease  at  any  time  after  the 
construction  thereof,  together  with  electric  plant,  all 
machinery,  dams,  wires,  poles,  and  any  and  all  other 
equipments  and  incidentals  on  the  payment  of  the 
actual  costs,  together  with  ten  per  cent,  of  such 
amount,  and  in  arriving  at  the  valuation  of  the  said 
plant  and  other  works  incidental  thereto,  the  books 
of  the  said  Eugene  Stehinger,  or  of  such  other  person

4.  There  shall  lie  raised  and  levied  annually  by 
special  rate  on  all  the  ratable  property  in  the  said 
Corporation  the  sum  of  thirty-three  hundred  dollars, 
for  the  purpose  of  forming  a sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  said  debentures  and  the  interest  at  the 
rate  aforesaid  to  become  due  thereon  during  the  cur- 
rency of  said  debentures,  being  an  equal  annual  special 
rate  of  nine  mills  on  the  dollar. 

This  is  additional  to  all  other  rates  to  be  raised, 
levied  and  collected  in  said  Municipality  during  the 
currency  of  said  debentures,  or  any  of  them. 

5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration and  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  said  Corporation  to  negotiate  and  sell  the  said 
debentures,  or  any  of  them,  for  less  than  par,  but  in 
no  case  shall  said  debentures,  or  any  of  them,  be 
negotiated  or  sold  for  less  than  75  per  cent,  of  their 
face  value,  including  the  costs  of  negotiation  and  sale, 
brokerage  fees  and  other  incidental  expenses. 

And  further  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Municipal 
Council  from  time  to  time  to  re-purchase  auy  of  the 
said  debentures  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  with  the  legal  holder  or  holders  thereof,  or  any 
part  thereof,  either  at  the  time  of  sale  or  any  sub- 
sequent time  or  times,  and  all  debentures  so  re-pnr- 
chased  shall  be  forthwith  cancelled  and  destroyed,  and 
no  re-issue  of  debentures  shall  be  made  in  consequence 
of  such  re-purcliase. 

6.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the 
10th  day  of  June,  A.D.  1894. 

7.  Before  the  final  passing  hereof  this  by-law  shall 
receive  the  assent  of  the  ratepayers  of  the  Corporation, 
according  to  the  provisions  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  “Municipal  Act,  1892,”  and  amend- 
ments thereto. 

8.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Kaslo  City  Loan  By-law,  No.  1.”
